Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/04/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding the applicant's argument to withdraw finality due to the fact that 
the new claims13-55 are not directed tot e same invention, in the amendment dated 
4/08/04, there were no amendments made to claims 1-26. However, new claims 13-55 
were submitted. New claims 27-55 were drawn to the same invention except they 
elaborated more on the material of the rigid sheet flooring material. If these claims were 
submitted earlier, a Final rejection would have been properly entered due to the fact that 
the change would have required a change in the references used to support the 
rejection. A mere change in material or identification of a material used does not cause 
the claims to differ in scope and therefore be classified as a different invention. Hence, 
Finality was proper and remains.
